intetfacialIy,riQ^ in the presenc e of a silicate filler obtained b y incorporating at least one 

compound selected between an organosilicon compound (ingredient B-l-i) having a silicon-bonded 
hydrolysable group and/or hydroxy group and an organic titanate compound (ingredient B-l-ii) into 
a phyllosilicate having a cation exchange capacity of 50 to 200 meq/100 g, and in the absence of a 
polymerization catalyst; on the other hand, the present invention thereby exerts an advantageous 
effect that a high-elasticity polycarbonate resin composition is obtained. 

Claims 14 and 15 

Inventions described in claims 14 and 15 are inventive on account of the documents 1 and 2 cited in 
the ISR. 

Documents 1 and 2 do not describe that the resin composition is produced by the specific process, 
and on the other hand, the present invention thereby exerts an advantageous effect of high elasticity. 
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
